“I did not ask for this position and

said Commander J. K. L. Ross, R. N. 
Cc. V. R., of Ottawa, chairman of the 
board of pension commissioners, to 
The Bulletin. 

“The situation is just like this,” he 
eontinued. “When the board was or- 
ganized we were allowed to select our 
own etaff. I knew nothing about 

nage or preference. We chose 

@ most efficient and sultable men. 
By egreement with the premier the 
regulations gave us a free hand. 

“Now that it has been put under 
eivil service contro! the efficiency of 
the staff has been steadily going 
down, down, down, until it is not half 
what ft was 

“I have made the most urgent rep- 
resentations to the premier, but, so 
far, have received no reply. I pre- 
eume that I mtst wait until he re- 
turns from overseas. But it is im- 

erative thet some action be taken. 

‘© must have a@ free hand in appoint- 
$rg onr staff or I shall not be able to 
continue and must offer my resigna- 
tion. The work of the board {ts in a 
most critical stage. It fe expanding 
continuously and calls for every ef- 
fort we can make. It demande the ut- 
moat efficiency and that we must 
have. It is imperative that the gov- 
ernment shall act in this matter.” 

Chairman Ross was in Edmonton 
funday on the briefest of brief trips. 
He is on his way Fast from the coast 
and stopped over here for the purpose 
of addressing the feturned men on 
the subject of pension regulations, the 
changes, present and prospective in 
the law, and of listening to any indi- 
widual complaints and criticisms that 
might be made. The commissioner 
met the returned men in the afternoon 
in the rome of the Great War Veter- 
ans’ Association, and an interesting 
and improving occasion It was. 

Ohanges in Pension Laws 

When seen at the office of the local 
pensions board Chairman Ross talked 
freely with respect to the changes 
which have been made in the pen- 
sions regulations and what they meant 
and also with respeat to other changes 
which the board intended to recom- 
mend to the government which would 
be for the benefit of the returned dis- 
abled soldier and his dependents. 

“My visit on this occasion,” said 
the commissioner, “is for a epecial 
purpose. “I wish to make an oppor- 
tunity to meet all who are interested, 
directly or indireetly, in the returned 
soldiers and the dependents of sol- 
diers who have dfed on service. IT wish 
to meet the men themselves and ex- 
plain the powers of the pension 
board and what we have been doing 
end trying to do, and, after talking to 
them, to ask for questions and then 
to take up individual complaints. 

“Since T was here last year quite a 
mumber of changes in the regulations | 
and in the scale have been made. IT 
told them last year of what changes 
‘we intended to try and haye made. 
‘Many people imagine that we have the | 
right to change the regulations, but} 
this is not so. When we see where, | 
in our judgment, there is unfairness 
we recommend to the government 
changes that will do eway with it. We 
snade quite a number of recommend- 
ations after we got back to Ottawa 
Jast year and put through these rec- 
ommendations which were embodied 
in the new pensions law passed by 
parliament. 

“For one thing the general scale 
svas increased. The minimum increase 
is 25 per cent, with an average in- 
crease of 40 per cent. But we do not 
take any responsibility as to what the 
scale should be. That is more or less 
® question of what the country can 
etand. But there were changes that 
we did recommend; for instance that 
which increases the number of classes 
ef pensions. Under the old law there 
were only aix classes, with 20 per cent 
of disability between each class, This 
we considered most unfair. Now 
there are twenty-one classes instead of 
siz. 

“We thought that the increase to 
twenty-one classes would do away 
with the syetem of gratuities which 
had proved 6o objectionable in many 
cases and had not worked out satis- 
factorily at all. Today no gratuities 
are given unless the man has a disa- | 
bility of 4 per cent or less. Up to this} 
time the limit of disability was 20 per | 
cent and under that system the man 
was given a lump sum of $100 or less 
and that dispased of his case for good. | 
His name was wiped off the beoks, 
Now a mean is paid by the scale down 
to five per cent of disability and 
the gratuities are paid only in | 
cases where the gratuities are less 
than this, which ts compartaively | 
trifling. This will do away with much 
criticism of the pension system. 

“Another potnt is that in cases 
where the son had been the sole sup- 
port of a father or mother; the parent 
only received 30 per cent of the total | 
disability pension, whereas a widow 
received 80 per cent. The mother or 
father will now get just the same as 
the widow, or 89 per cent. This, with 
the new ecale, amounts to 66 per cent 
Increase, 

“The childrens’ allowance has been 
Increased 33 per cent. Further than 
that, previously, is a man who had a 
child was disabled he was only paid) 
In classes 1, 2 or 3 down to 60 per 


rent. We now pay an allowance to 
ehildren tn all classes on a eliding 
scale, 


“Last year no difference was made 
between single and married men's 
pensions. There is now a married) 
pensioner’s allowance under which 
they get $50 a onth. It really in- 
creases their pensions a minimum of 
45 per cent. 

“Last year the dependent brothers 


d sisters got no pension; now they 
flo get it. Also in the case of an) 
prphan child of 16 months or jess, if 
the father or mother is alive, $8 ts 
paid

BOOK BINDING 
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COMMANDER 
IS HECKLED 
BY VETERANS 


Commander Ross had a rather 
strenuous time of it at the general 
meeting in the G.W.V.A, clubrooms, 
especially when question time came, 
and he was gomewhat vigorously 
heckled by several returned men. The 
vexed questions of the reductions in 
disability ratings by the Ottawa board 
from the ratings recommended by the 
local board and of the equalization of 
officers’ and privates’ pensions led to 
the greatest amount of discussion and 
there was a free exchange of opinion 
on these matters. Several hundred 
returned men were in attendance. 

Chairman Ross first made his ad- 
dress which covered the same ground 
as his previous interview, and in sub- 
stantially the same language, with the 
various points somewhat elaborated, 

He concluded with a reiteration of 
his assertion that the efficiency of the 
staff of U@ department was deteiorat- 
ing by redson of its having been put 
under the control of the civil service, 
The speaker declared that when he 
took the position at the request of the 

remier he had stipulated for a free 
Rand and that it had been promised 
him by Sir Robert Borden and recog- 
nized In the regulations. Then, while 
in England, engaged in arranging the 
details of the pension department in 
that country, he had seen in the press 
&. announcement that the pensions 
department was to be put under the 
civil service. He had cabled to Sir 
Robert Borden and had made as 
emphatic a protest as possible but so 
far, without eliciting any response. 

Question of Stenographers 

To show how poorly the change was 
working out he cited the fact that the 
board was badly in need of capable 
stenographers td. help handle the con- 
stantly growing business, They had 
applied to the civil service commission 
for such help and had been told that 
there were none to be had, On the 
other hand, when in Victoria recently, 
he had been approached by veterans 
who had asked whetler there was any 
opportunity in the service of the board 
for stenographers. These men had 
said that they had passed thels exam- 
inations but had been told by the elv!l

changes made in the cast last year, 
but there are some recommendations 
still to be made. These relate to 
‘prospective dependency,’ disability 
incurred previous to enlistinent and a| 
sliding scale for widowed mothers. 
Prospective Dependency 

“Regarding prospective dependency 
I will give a supositious case. A son 
enlists and is killed, At the time he 
is not the sole or main support of his 
parents, but a few years later the fa- 
ther finds himself getting on in years, 
his powers lessening and he cannot 
work any more, The board believes 
that it should have discretionary pow- 
er to decide whether that boy would 
have beén the support of his parents 
had he lived and have power to pen- 
sion when the necessity arises. 

“As to disability existing previous 
to enlistment | am referred to cases 
where a man for some years has suf- 
fered from some slight ailment, he 
has had rheumatism, let us say, or a 
little T. B., but not enough to incapaci- 
tate him or to prevent his passing 
the medical officer when he enlists, 
Under stress of service, however, 
these diseases manifest themselves 
and the man is finally discharged as 
medically unfit. Such a case, for in- 
stancepmay be recorded as 60 per cent 
disability, but only 80 per cent due 
to service, and the man is pensioned 
on the 30 per cent basis. It is unfair 
because, had he remained tn civil life, 
the ailment would probably not have 
develeped or prevented his earning a 
living. @ are recomending that any 
man who has been accepted and 
passes the medical examination and 
who actually reaches the seat of war 
shall be considered to have been 100 
per cent fit, and, in cases of disabil- 
ity, that his pension be issued on that 


ibasis. ‘This is only just because any 


rheumatism or T. B. or whatever the 
man may have had was aggravated by 
service conditions and would other- 
wise have troubled him to the extent 
of disability. 

“Here is another point. At the 
present time a father or mother, in 
order to receive a pension, must show 
that their boy had been their sole or 
main support. If so, we must give 
them a pension of $40 a month. Now 
there are many cases where a boy 
contributes $16 or $20 a month to the 
income of the family with the father 
earning $60 or $60 a month. In this 
case the son. could not be called the 
sole support of his parents, but that) 
$15 or $20 @ month which he con- 
tributed made the difference between 
scrimping and living decently for that 
family, I maintain that we should 
have discretionary powers to make up 
that difference. At the present time 
We have te give $40 or nothing. 


The Board a Trustec 


“This beard has two duties to per- 
form. We are here for two purposes, 
In the first place we are here as the 
trustee for the goldier and his de- 
poncent. to see that they get justice 

one them, under the regulations as 
laid down, 

“In the second place we are the 
trustees ef the people of Canada, to 
see that the people get justice and to 
see that pensions are net improperly 
paid or id to the wrong persone. 
We alwaye take the stand that in case 
of any disagreement the benefit of the 
doubt should be given to the soldier 
or his dependent. 

“We know that the amount of a 
pension does not cgmpensate 4 man 
or the loss of his Ifmbe or the other 
disabilities from which he suffers as a 
result of his participation in the war, 
but we feel sure that the government 
of Canada and the people of Canada 
want to pay all that they think the 
country ean stand but that they must 
not exceed the limit to a point which 
would eompell them to reduce pen- 
sions afterwards.
